ABERDEEN DISTRICT. 

James S. Harkness, District Superintendent 

It is fitting that this report should open with an expression of 
devout gratitude to God, who has blessed us with good health, so 
that pastors and superintendent have been able to prosecute their 
work through the ye'ar and that our ranks have not been broken in- 
to by death and our children have been spared to us. And above 
all, “blessed be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, who 
hath blessed us with all spiritual blessings in Christ Jesus.” 

I prize beyond words to express, the hearty co-operation of the 
pastors and the delightful fellowship we have enjoyed together. ^ 

The work of the year has been made a continual joy by the hearty 
co-operation, unfailing support and the universal kindness of my 
brothers in the ministry and laity. 

Thank God for our brave, consecrated, faithful, spirit-filled 
officals, who know nothing of retreat or defeat. It is a joy 
to report that not a stain has sullied the moral character or minis- 
terial faithfulness of our pastors or their families. 

Revivals — The spiritual life of the church and of the people 
has been kept clearly to the front. The great efforts of our minis- ' 

try and churches have been centered upon our supreme business, _ 

the conversion of men and their spiritual culture. Most of the ij 

churches have had the joy of leading some lost ones to Jesus. 

Revivals were had at many points. The most notable of these 
was at Milbank where some three hundred found the Lord, Mellette, 
under the leadership of the pastor, had a gracious awakening. 

Big Stone, Andover, Selby, Claremont, Langford, Britton, Hecla, De- 
Voe, Northville and Aberdeen held special meetings with some 
fruitage in each case. Westport has had a constant revival and 
sinners have been saved and believers sanctified in the prayer-meet- 
ings and regular services of the church. 

Epworth League — The Epworth League is showing evidences 
of life. A splendid district convention was held at Andover which 
was well attended and a pronounced success. Dr. J. S. Hoagland

conducted an Institute and gave a number of very inspiring and 
helpful lectures. A strong district organization has been effected 
and work has been outlined by the Cabinet for the new year. 
There are a few Junior League chapters doing good work. Those 
worthy of special mention are at Milbank, Sisseton, Langford, Ando- 
ver and Bath. 

Sunday Schools — The increased interest that is being taken in 
Sunday School work and the religious instruction of children, and 
organized Bible classes, is a source of great satisfaction. Some of 
the schools have doubled their membership this year. Some new 
schools have been organized. We are beginning to realize that the 
Sunday School is the greatest field of the churches’ responsibility 
and duty. 

Salaries The salaries have been increased some during the 

year and more has been paid for ministerial support than any previ- 
ous year, but they are pitiably inadequate to the needs of the fami- 
lies and the demands of the age. Notwithstanding the unprecedent- 
ed prosperity of recent years, the Christian ministry has little, if 
any, share in this prosperity. They are compelled to live more 
economically, and pinch harder, and deny themselves and their fami- 
lies more than at any time during recent years. These facts must 
be presented to the church, until the church shall understand and 
remedy them. Pathetic tales of self-denial, verging on suffering, 
could be told at this session of the annual conference, if the somber 
truth could be reached, beneath the smiles of those who are brave 
enough to hide their needs from men, and to make them known 
only to the God whom they serve with such fidelity. The spiritual 
victories of our ministry are far beyond all that can be measured by 
m.oney, or houses, or lands. Not only, our church but churches of 
all creeds, have gathered a rich harvest of souls from the seed 
planted by the Methodist preacher. Our Bishops have well said: 
“It is of the highest wisdom to offer such support as secures free- 
dom from anxiety, as well as modest provision for intelligence, cul- 
ture and education of children.” Common honesty demands fair 
recompense for ;the men who serve the church so faithfully. Much 
credit however is due the faithful stewards of the church. With a 
church membership numbering 2,587, $26,439 has been paid for 
ministerial support or more than $10.00 per member. 

Benevolences — With such a record for ministerial support you 
will not be surprised when I report that there is a loss in the be- 
nevolent collections. Considering the conditions that have ex- 
isted over the District you will be pleased to know that the pastors 
have done so well. Some of our Sunday Schools have made a good 
showing. Bradley Sunday School gave $125.00 for missions, the 
Superintendent, J. M. Johnston giving dollar for dollar with the 
school. The Andover Sunday School with Win. Carpenter as Super- 
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initendent gave $100.00 in the regular monthly offerings. Other 
schools made a good record. 

Membership — ^71 have been received into church membership. 
There seems ito have been a general fixing up of records, and we 
have to report 181 removed by letter, 113 without letter, 19 de- 
ceased and 10 excluded, leaving us a net gain of 148. 

Every charge has contributed to this increase. The following 
added 20 or more. Milbank 85, Aberdeen 83, Big Stone 35, Mellette 
33, Andover 28, Frederick 24, Groton 23. Our field has over 12,000 
square miles and we have 66 preaching places. 

Church Property — A splendid new church costing $12,500.00 
was dedicated at Selby and stands as a monument of the faithful and 
efficient ministry and life of the pastor, Albert Hartt. At Teare, 
on the White Rock charge, the finest country church on the district 
was dedicated in June. J. F. Franklin is pastor. After years of 
planning, a new church is about completed at Groton. It is to 
cost 13,000.00 and is superior to any $15,000.00 church in the Con- 
ference. It is built of pressed brick and the basement of Orton- 
ville granite. S. E. Brown is pastor. The church will be dedicat- 
ed in November. Cresbard has built and paid for a comfortable 
parsonage and would be glad to have the pastor, H. G. Ozanne, and 
his family occupy it for many years. 

Milbank has made extensive improvements on church and par- 
sonage. The interior and exterior of the church has been decor- 
ated. Electric lights have been put into the church and parsonage. 
The parsonage has been made modern, furnace and bath have been 
installed. The year has been the best in the history of the church 
and closes with the salary all paid and $100.00 in the treasury. 
Ernest Holgate is pastor. Andover, Britton and Hecla have put 
electric lights into the church and made other improvements. 
Bowdle, Ashton, Frederick improved their parsonages. Frederick 
has a new pulpit and organ. Langford planned to enlarge their 
church, but deferred until next year. They re-shingled and will 
paint the parsonage. Claremont painted the parsonage and put 
in a cistern. Webster re-shingled the church, decorated the interior 
and put in cement side walk. Sisseton also put in a new walk. 
White Rock made substantial improvements on church and parson- 
age. Florence put a furnace in the church. Other churches 
made some minor improvements. The Warner church has been 
traded to the Presbyterians for their church at Hufton. The Wil- 
mot church property has been sold and the Church Extension debt 
paid and the balance is being used for Church Extension purposes. 
The Columbia church will also be sold in the near future and the 
proceeds of the sale paid to the Church Extension Society. 

Personal Mention — pastors of the District, with a possi- 
ble exception, are urgently requested to return to their charges for 
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another year. They are good men and much loved by their peo - 
ple. D. W. Moore and Harry Lee have gone to Oregon. They 
have had a good year and their charges regret their leaving them. 
Joseph Snowden went to Iowa. Dr. J. W. Taylor leaves us after a 
strong -and helpful pastorate of eight years. His going is universal- 
ly regretted by the membership of the church and the citizens of 
Aberdeen. When he came to Aberdeen eight years ago the church 
membership was 230 and is now 610; 681 have been received into 
the church during his pastorate. 

The Church property was valued at $10,000.00, now $85,000.00. 
When he first came to Aberdeen he preached to an audience of 150; 
now an audience of 1,000 is not unusual, with an average perhaps 
of 600. The average pastoral visits have been about 1,100 a year. 
The Ladies’ Aid Society made and paid into the new church build- 
ing fund $12,000.00 in less than three years. Is it any wonder 
that the people of Aberdeen mourn his leaving. Our comfort is 
that we have found another Taylor. The best wishes and prayers 
of the people O'f Aberdeen go with him to his new field of labor. 

The record of the year is closed. Its triumphs and defeats 
are over. The results have now crystalized into history. This 
report is a very meagre account of the labors of these men of God, 
who have given themselves without measure to this work. Much 
has been done, much more, has been left undone. 

The past is full of comfort, with failures enough to make us 
humble and dependable upon the Infinite wisdom, love, and power. 
The future is full of hope and confidence, not altogether because 
the signs are full of promise, but because of an assurance that our 
labor shall not be in vain in the Lord. The swing of conquest is in 
the air. The spirit of evangelism is abroad in the Church. May 
it dominate all our hearts. We ceaselessly pray for a clearer vis- 
ion, for a braver heart, for a finer wisdom and a greater patience, 
for an all-impelling love, for a hope that gives us confidence. 
May the great Head of the Church make us able ministers of the 
New Testament. 



Huron District. 

G. T. Notson, District Superintendent 

Upon my assignment to the Huron District, one year ago, I 
found four appointments left to be supplied. By December 25th, 
every charge was provided with a pastor. The Rev. Robert A. 
Bruce was transferred from the Iowa Conference and appointed to 
Gettysburg; Rev. W. H. Evans, of the Black Hills Mission, was se- 
cured for Cavour; Rev. D. J. Miller, of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, was given Broadland and the Rev. J. W. A. Collins 
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was appointed to Lebanon. In February L. R. Kreckler was re- 
lieved as pastor at Lane, at his own requesst, and E. 0. Machemer, 
one of our own men laboring in the Black Hills Mission, was secured 
• for this charge. In May an exchange was effected, whereby J. E. 

I Lombard transferred to the Des Moines Conference, and J. F. Gib- 

I son came to us from that Conference and was stationed at Miller. 

The Pulpit at Broadland becoming vacant August 1st, I transfer- 
red H. K. Cornish from Esmond to that charge; B. F. Stiles, a former 
member of our Conference, has supplied Esmond since that date. 
All of the above changes have been conducive to the best interests 
of the charges named. At the close of this session Thomas Sander- 
son, who has been associated with our work in Dakota Conference for 
twenty-two years, transfers his memberhsip to Northern Minnesota 
Conference. By his unspotted life, his devotion to the work as- 
signed him, his efficiency as a pastor and preacher, he has made 
for himself a place in our ministry worthy of the highest commen- 
dation. For health reasons he leaves us to our sincere regret, but 
takes with him the confidence and esteeem of his brethern. Death 
has not entered any parsonage home, and the health of our preachers 
and their families has been uniformly good. The parsonage homes 
at Redfield, Seneca, Harrold, Wessington, and Lane have each 
welcomed a daughter to the family circle. A son has been born in 
the parsonage at Gettysburg. The District Superintendent has, al- 
so, become a grandfather. Brother Frank Fox, a supernumerary 
member of our Conference, died at the Methodist Hospital in Des 
Moines, Iowa, on June 14th. The funeral occurred at Redfield, his 
late home, conducted by his pastor. Dr. D. I. Roush, assisted by 
neighboring pastors. He leaves a widow, sorely bereft by his go- 
ing, following so soon the death of their only son, which ocurred 
last year. 

Upon my first visitation to the charges I found more than 
$40,000 of unprovided indebtedness upon the District. At least 

$34,000 of this amount has been provided for, or paid. The pay- 
ment of the debt upon the church at Lane is a notable victory; 
likewise the provision for the indebtedness on the church and par- 
sonage at Harrold. Three church dedications have occurred dur- 
ing the year. The successful dedication of the magnificient new 
church at Pierre, costing $76,000, on January 22, 1911, when $28,- 
766 was contributed toward the liquidation of the indebtedness, 
which includes the princely gifts secured by the pastor and Gov. R. 
S. Vessey from James J. Hill and Cyrus H. McCormick, is without 
a parallel in the history of Methodism in the Northwest. The 
sublime faith, indomitable purpose and far-seeing statesmanship 
i of the pastor, Asa Davis Thibodeau, loyally supported by his 

! Official Board and the co-operation of his people, will be vindicated 

^ by the future growth and development of our work at the Capital 

City. Early in the year we secured by purchase the new, but in- 
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complete. Congregational church at the Carleton appointment 'on the 
Burdette charge, which was completed at the cost of several hun- 
dred dollars, and dedicated on Easter Sunday, April 16th, by the 
District Superintendent. On May 7th, under the leadership of 
the Rev. J. P. Jenkins, D. D., the beautiful church at Harrold was 
dedicated. Over $2,200.00 was raised, providing for all indebted- 
ness. At Gettysburg, where our people have worshipped in rent- 
ed quarters for eighteen years since the destruction by wind storm 
of the church property, a beautiful new brick church costing not 
less than $9,000 is in process of erection, and will be dedicated 
within the next sixty days. Minor improvements have been made 
upon our church and parsonage properties at Alpena, Virgil, Wol- 
sey, Iroquois, Broadland, Pearl Creek and Burdette. 

Ernest attempts have been made on many of the charges to 
promote revivals of religion, with varying degrees of success. The 
union revival meetings at Huron, in which our church took the 
leading part, resulted in one hundred and twenty-five accessions to 
our membership. Alpena, Broadland, Burdette, Blunt, Esmond, 
jaulkton, Highmore, Iroquis, Rockham, Seneca, Tulare, Viola ana 
Wessington all report good results and accessions from special ser- 
vices held on these charges. Faithful and persistent endeavor has 
been made by some of our pastors to win souls to Christ by personal 
evangelism. I am persuaded the great need of our preachers is to 
make the Evangelistic note dominant in their ministry. 

The month of March was devoted to the Laymen’s Missionary 
Movement. The Laymen’s Convention at Redfield, March 21st, 
under the supervision of the Rev. J. B. Trimble, D. D., assisted by 
his able corps of workers, was a distinct success. The follow-up 
meetings on nineteen of our charges were largely attended by our 
people, and made a profound impression for good. The systematic, 
every-imember canvass was not successfully carried out, except in 
a very few instances. However, if the harvest had been normal 
throughout our territory we are confident a large and permanent in- 
crease would have been made in the offerings for the benevolent 
causes. We are pained to report that notwithstanding the sacri- 
fice and faithful efforts of most of our pastors, a large decrease 
in the benevolent collections may be expected. Wessington Springs 
still retains her proud position at the head of world-wide Methodism, 
and will report a larger collection than one year ago for Foreign 
Missions, aside from the special gifts then reported. 

The organization of a District Camp-Meeting Association has 
been effected, and the beautiful park at St. Lawrence has been pur- 
chased for permanent Camp-Meeting grounds. Through the 
co-operation of our people at Miller and St. Lawrence, and the 
personal efforts of the District Superintendent, the first payment 
of $550.00 has been provided for. The first annual camp-meeting 
was held July 13 to 23, with the Rev. W. J. Calfee, of our Confer- 
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ence, as the Evangelist. The meeting was a marked success, and 
proved a great blessing to both ministry and laity in aitendauce, 
A strong program is planned for the year to come. 

Through a special gift from our friends of the Mitchell church, 
we have been able to organize work at Agar, the thriving new town 
on ithe Chicago and Northwestern Railway extension from Gettys- 
burg to Blunt. Lots have been secured and a new church will be 
erected as soon as financial conditions justify the undertaking. 

The year, owing to the disastrous failure of the small grain 
crops, and the financial re-action which has followed, has been a 
most trying one upon both pastors and people. The difficulties of 
administration have been likewise increased many fold. The hero- 
ism of the preachers, and their noble wives, who have remained 
faithfully upon their charges, notwithstanding the hardships fol- 
lowing the financial stringency, and the sacrifice and devotion of our 
people who have rallied to the support of the work under the most 
trying circumstances, is deserving of all praise. 

In this connection I would be remiss of my duty, as well as 
privilege, if I did not note the unfaltering support rendered the 
work on these charges by the women of our churches through the 
Ladies Aid Societies, and the magnificient showing which the aux- 
iliaries of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society will make, not- 
withstanding the unfavorable conditions. 

We are glad to note the organization of several auxiliaries of 
the Woman’s Home Missionary Society this year, through the efforts 
of Miss Nellie Snider, National Organizer of that Society. 

Special emphasis is being laid upon Lie work of our Sunday 
Schols. We confidently expect to witness a large increase in the 
membership and efficiency of the Sunday Schools. The organized 
class and graded lesson helps have bO'th lound high favor among 
us. 

The Epworth League in some places is a constant inspiration 
and blessing, in others, for want of efficient leadership and spirit- 
ual life, is of questionable utility in our churches. The Junior or- 
ganization is doing good work in a few places. 

The crying need of Methodism is consecrated workers to lead and 
direct the youth of our church in the Way of Life. Our problem is 
not the lost, but the loss we suffer from year to year for want of 
faithful nurturing of the young through the organized agencies, de- 
signed to hold them to the Church and bring them into lively fel- 
lowship with the same. 

The year has been one of constant toil. Thousands of miles 
have been traveled by the various modes of conveyance. It has 
been my privilige to hold four quarterly meeting services and con- 
duct all the quarterly Conferences upon each charge. In doing the 
work I have employed no substitutes. At frequent intervals extra 
visits have been made to almost every charge, and an ernest endeavor 
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made to render effective service to both pastors and churches. The 
fellowship has been sweet with my brethern and with the people, to 
whom I am everlastingly debtor for many kindnesses shown to me 
during the year. 

With a courageous faith born of the Spirit of God, our people, 
with the exception of those of one charge only, have set generous es- 
timates of tho salaries to be paid for the ensuing year, and no charge 
has made a request to be left without a pastor. 

MITCHELL DISTRICT 

W. S. Shepherd, District Superintendent 

Bishop McIntyre and Brethern: 

For a period of one year I have enjoyed the privileges of Chris- 
tian fellowship and service with the preachers and laymen of the 
Mitchell Disitrict. Today I count it no small honor that I am to 
present to you this report of the results they have achieved. The 
achievements of the Mitchell District the past year have not been 
partcularl-y brilliant or spectacular, but reports will show that 
some real substantial progress has been made. Let me turn a mo- 
ment in reverent memory to our sainted dead. Two of our honored 
superannuates have during ,the year passed to their reward, the 
Rev. Oliver Williams ad the Rev. W. F. Minty, Sister Corwin, wife 
of Rev. J. G. Corwin, died the day after the last conference adjourn- 
ed. Serious sickness invaded several of the parsonage homes during 
the year. Brother and Sister McBeth and six children were all 
sick with typhoid fever at the same time. Sister Louise L. Lane and 
our District Deaconess, Winnie Crouch were compelled to enter the 
hospital for operations. The District Superintendent was confined 
to his home two weeks with the grippe. Six parsonage homes were 
blessed by the advent of sweet little cherubs as follows. Brother and 
Sister Bradley, Brother and Sister Black, Brother and Sister Fergus- 
son. Brother and Sister Underwood, Brother and Sister Hoyer and 
Brother and Sister Gurney. 

At the close of last conference two places remained to be sup- 
plied, Dudley and Fairfax. Rev. R. S. Koffroth was appointed to 
supply the former and Rev. U. S. Crowder the latter. There were 
changes during the year at Dallas, Presho, Kennebec, Bijou Hills, 
Draper, Tyndall, and after the death of Brother Minty, at Ethan. 
These numerous changes could not but work ill to -the interests of 
the Kingdom, but we hope for more settled conditions the coming 
year. 

Brethern, Mitchell District is one of the great empires of Meth- 
odism; great in the vast extent of its territory of 21,000 square 
miles, great in its present opportunities and great in its future pos- 
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sibilities. There are forty charges with 81 preaching places, served 
by 23 conference members and 1 supplies. Twenty-four of these 
men are ordained elders and 15 are undergraduates or local preach- 
ers. The membership of these forty charges aggregates a total of 
3,998 full members and probationers. I only wish I had time to 
tell you of the marvelous development of our work in Tripp county, 
a county larger than the state of Rhode Island, two years ago an 
Indian Reservation, where we now have 16 “Sunday Schools, 12 or- 
ganized societies and 13 preaching places with a membership of 246. 
This summer a new church was dedicated near Dog Ear Lake, a new 
$3,000 church at Colome October 1st, and next year a new church 
will be built at Winner. Then there is that vast territory in Mellette 
and Bennet counties of 350,000 acres now thrown open to settle- 
ment, fraught with possibilities, left to the Mitchell District for de- 
velopment in the next few years. We must have money for this 
work. Within ten years there will be a score of self-supporting 
churches out there paying salaries of $1,000 or more if the Board 
of Home Missions and Church Extension is liberal with its dona- 
tions of help. 

Fifteen charges on the district increased pastors’ salaries from 
$50 to $250 each, aggregating a total of $2,229. A few small de- 
ficiencies will be reported, especially from charges west of the Mis- 
souri River. During the year five new churches were dedicated 
as follows: at Reservation, on the Tripp charge; at Stony Butte, on 
the Vivian circuit; at Ravinia, on the Wagner charge; at Herrick, 
and at Colome. New parsonages have been completed or built at 
Tripp, Gregory, Vivian and Fulton. Mt. Vernon is now remodeling 
its church at a cost of $2,500, most of which has been secured in 
pledges. There are on the district 72 Methodist Sunday Schools and 
about 10 union schools. At work in these schools are 628 officers 
and teachers and 5,682 persons studying the Word of God. There 
are 12 Junior Leagues with 246 members. There are 22 senior 
leagues with a membership of 620. There are 82 members of the 
Epworth League enrolled in Bible study classes and 46 in mission 
classes. There are 35 Ladies Aid Societies with a membership of 
1,410 and their earnings aggregate the splendid sum of $10,080. 
Mitchell has a Ladies’ Aid of over 300 members with an income this 
year of over $2,000, and they have now invested in the church prop- 
erty at Mitchell over $10,000. There are 13 auxiliaries of the W. 
F. M. S. with a membership of 290, who have gathered in $1,274 to 
send to foreign lands. A few W. H. M. Societies have been orga- 
nized and we welcome the representatives of this organization to 
our pulpits. 

We have made frequent and urgent appeals to our pastors to 
look carefully after the benevolences and personnally solicit the last 
man and secure the last dollar. A number of charges will report ap- 
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portionments all met, but several will report a shortage and several 
will report nothing, owing to drougth and crop failure. We report 
for foreign missions $2,053, for home missions, $1,079, for Dakota 
Wesleyan $1,719, and a total in all benevolences of $10,271. The 
fourth quarterly conference records show that there are 162 sub- 
scribers to the Advocate and 187 to the Epworth Herald. 

We have tried to emphasize evangelistic effort and achievement 
on ithe district this year. All the results cannot be tabulated. Sta- 
tistics do not tell all the story. The pasors report a total of 506 
conversions, the largest numbers reported being, Mitchell 150, White 
Lake 51, Letcher 45, Gregory and Dallas 25 each, Chamberlain 20, 
Farmer 17, Winner 15, Artesian 12, Springfield and Colome 10 each. 
There have been 803 accessions, the churches reporting the largest 
numbers being Mitchell 250, Winner 115, Danton Circuit 62, Colome 
35, Letcher 33, Vivian 25, Presho 23, White Lake 21, Mt. Vernon 20. 

Dakota Wesleyan University deserves special mention in this 
report. The past year has been one of great activity and success for 
this institution. The attendance during the nine months was 548, 
with 165 in the summer school, making a total of 713 for the year. 
The work among the students has been most satisfactory from every 
standpoint, intellectual, moral and spiritual. Already there has 
been an outlay in improvements and new buildings this year of 
$50,000, and when completed in January this figure will reach $85,- 
000. The amount added to the new building and endowment fund 
during the year is about $108,000. Dr. J. P. Jenkins, the field agent, 
has secured in pledges about $45,000, and so successful has been his 
work that he has been engaged for another year to push the can- 
vass. The enrollment this year is somewhat smaller than last, owing 
to short crops in certain sections of the state. The splendid success- 
es of the year are largely due to the untiring zeal, the undaunting 
faith and heroic leadership of President S. F. Kerfoot. The school 
now has a strong teaching force of 27 members and Methodist par- 
ents need not hesitate to send their young people to be under the 
instruction and the moral and spiritual influence of such a capable, 
consecrated, Christian college faculty. Long Live Dakota Wesleyan 
, University. 

This district superintendent desires here to state his many obli- 
gations to his predecessor, the Rev. Dr. J. O. Dobson, whose adminis- 
tration was of such a character and whose wise foresight in planning 
the work of the district has made the work of this superintendent 
comparatively easy. He is also under obligations to the pastors, 
their wives and families, for ther kindness and consideration 
and for their hearty co-operation in the work of the year. They 
have borne patiently with me. When I chided them they listened. 
When I praised them they appreciated it. When I urged them to duty 
they nobly responded. I have met with generosity, hospitality, and 
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have enjoyed true Christian fellowship with my co-workers in the 
Gospel, both lay and clerical. The work of the year has been stren- 
uous eonugh. I have traveled 14,359 miles, 1,573 of which have 
been in private conveyaince. I have tried to be true to the trust 
given me. God has been good to me. He has taught me a new 
value in prayer. He has taught me the larger meaning of faith. 
He has led me into clearer skies and plainer paths. For his love 
and mercy and for the blessed privileges of this ministry I thank 
him. 
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SIOUX FALLS DISTRICT 

A. C. Shepherd, District Superintendent. 

Dear Bishop and Brethern: 

In the readjustment of districts made at our last Conference, 
Sioux Falls district lost four charges and gained two, leaving thirty 
upon the district. By that change we lost 482 members and gained 
174, a net loss of 308. We lost $2,933 in pastoral support and 
gained $1,500, a net loss of $1,433. We lost in value of church 
property $32,000 and gained $7,000, a net loss of ^Z5,000. 

It should be remembered, therefore, that the report of this year 
as compared with that of last year in the Conference Minutes, will 
not show the actual progress made during the present year upon the 
chargees now comprising the Sioux Falls district. 

We believe, however, that the facts will show progress. It is 
very difficult to make a full and accurate report at this time because 
many of our members do not discharge their financial o>bligations to 
the Church and Benevolences until about the day that the pastor 
leaves for Conference, or later. Hence the pastors cannot report in 
time for the superintendent to summarize the figures and report for 
the district, since the quality of omniscience is not one of his attri- 
butes, much as it ought to be. 

As far as ascertainable the figures show an increase of member- 
ship of about 250; salaries paid mostly in full with increase of nearly 
$2,000 for the district; disciplinary benevolent collections a slight in- 
crease, but other benevolent collections less than last year. 

Revival meetings have been held on nearly all of the charges, 
the most successful being at Canton, Dell Rapids, Hartford and Park- 
er, resulting at these four places in an ingathering of 217. At Dell 
Rapids the meeting was of Union character under Evangelist Brom- 
ley, and was a great blessing to our church. At some other points 
evangelistic help was employed, but in most instances the pastors 
led their own meetings assisted frequently by brother pastors. I 
commend this plan. 
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In July the regular Annual District Camp Meeting was held at 
Canton on our district grounds. Dr. Henry C. Morrison, of Ken- 
tucky, was leader and proved himself a veritable prince of peachers. 
His return for next year is earnestly desired. A district-wide cam- 
paign for funds to meet the indebtedness on the property is now be- 
ing carried on, over one half the money has already been providea 
and we hope by next summer to see it all paid. 

Great inspirational Missionary Conventions, under direction of 
Field Secretary J. B. Trimble, were held at Yankton and Sioux Falls 
in March and were well attended. Following these many of the 
charges were visited by members of the missionary team and these 
follow-up campaigns proved a great stimulus to missionary zeal and 
activity. Had the year been normal in crop conditions the reports 
would have shown greatly increased contributions to this most 
worthy cause. At First Church, Sioux Falls, the “Duplex System” 
is proving the splendid success that its ardent advocates claim for it. 

On the 22nd of January our new church was dedicated at Wa- 
konda. It is a beautiful structure, costing $6,000. Following 
a week of revival services led by the superintendent. Dr. J. P. Jenk- 
ins took charge of the finances and proved himself a master at the 
art. The sum of $3,300 was easily and quickly raised, the church 
dedicated free of debt amidst great jubilations and Wakonda Meth- 
odists now rejoice in the largest church edifice for the size of the 
town in Sioux Falls ditsrict. Pastor E. E. Saxton has a right to 
wear a happy smile. 

July the 23d was a red-letter day at Hurley. With mighty 
faith and energy Pastor W. S. Rowden had led his people in a cam- 
paign which resulted in a full-sized basement, new pews, new fur- 
nace, new paper and paint, and as happy a congregation as one 
could wish to see. Brother H. I. Farr, of California, a former pastor, 
H. P. Eberhart, and the district supjerintendent, assisted in the re- 
opening at which time over $700 was easily raised to meet the last 
part of the expense. Well done, Rowden. May many others go 
and do likewise. 

At Egan a splendid new $6,000 church is nearing completion 
and will be ready for dedication in a few weeks. Brother N. A. 
Christenson has reason to feel gratified over the success he has won 
in this, his first pastorate. Brother G. H. Book, who is an excelelnt 
carpenter as well as preacher has built a neat six-room parsonage at 
Davis which is a gem. Much of the work was done by his own 
hands and he richly deserves the enjoyment its comfort affords. 
Aside from that already mentioned many charges have improved 
church and parsonage property, the total aggregate being several 
thousand dollars and still there is more to be done. 

Miss Nellie Snider, of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society 
has done good work representing that worthy and neglected Cause 
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within our district and has organized a number of local auxiliaries. 
Let the good work go on. 

At last Conference three places were left to be supplied. C. B. 
Thomas was transferred from southern Illinois and stationed at Gay- 
ville. C. C. Biggar, of Michigan, and Geo. N. Gage, of New York, 
are supplies at Harrisburg and Valley Springs respectively; I. W. El- 
lis, of Southern Illinois was transferred in to take the work at Vo- 
lin since the supply assigned to the place did not remain but a few 
weeks. We regret to report that on account of severe losses in re- 
movals Volin will be compelled to resume the old relation as a part 
of the Gayville circuit. L. W. Scott, at Alcester, early' in the year 
transferred to North Dakota and the work there has been in the 
care of a supply, W. J. Sherman. He has proved a winner from the 
beginning. Just ten of the thirty men in our ranks have begun 
their ministry in our district. We believe that we hold the record 
In the furnishing of our own ministerial material and we are proud 
of the record that our own boys are making. 

No serious sickness nor death has visited our district during 
the year except that of Sister Nicholls, the widow of one of our hon- 
ored deceased pastors. After a painful, lingering sickness with 
cancer, this devout sister departed this life at her home in Parker 
in August. The pastor, H. P. Eberhart assisted by several brethern 
conducted funeral services and now her body sleeps beside that of 
her husband in the cemetery at Alcester. The two children, Edith 
and Harold have found a good home in that of Dr. and Mrs. J. P. 
Jenkins. 

We note with a sense of real loss the removal, by transfer, of 
one of our leading pastors, J. M. Brown. After a successful and 
valuable pastorate of five years at First Church, Sioux Falls, he has 
been transferred to the Iowa Conference and appointed pastor of 
Trinity Church, Keokuk. He goes worthily bearing the confidence 
of a host of friends not only in his former pastorate but throughout 
the state. 

Our pastors are true men. They have been faithful to duty. 
To work with them is an honor and a delight. I thank them and the 
loyal, big-hearted laymen in the district, whose unfailing courtesy 
and kindness to me will be a memory of joy forever. 

But I must note with profoundest regret that as a district we 
have failed to make any great advance this year. We have held 
the fort, that is about all. Our increase has not been greater than 
the natural increase in population. I know that the fight is hard. 
Times like these require the mighty dynamics of a supernatural 
power to turn the tides of life towards godliness. That power must 
come in larger measure upon the ministry if larger results for the 
Kingdom are to be recorded in the future than we report today. 
May the Almighty God send it upon me.

Dear Bishop, and Brethern of the Conference: 

The task placed upon me by Bishop Nuelson one year ago, was 
large and difficult. Not often has a man been asked to step into 
the shoes of five men all at once. Dr. Graham, the dignified, busi- 
ness like, ex-college president; Dobson, the close observer and think- 
er; Hager, the polite, the optimistic; Shepherd, the orator and much 
beloved: Harkness, the shrewd builder of the Aberdeen district. 
These were my forerunners. 

We are sorry to report that our much loved pastor at Madison, 
Brother Rifenbark, — than whom no truer friend of man can be 
found, — was striken with paralysis last December and has not 
been able to return to the active work. The people at Madison 
have been loyal and have shown their affection and high regard for 
their afflicted pastor. Brother Rifenbark has moved to Big Stone, 
where we hope the friendly associations and quiet restfulness will 
restore his health. 

Brother Bunt’s family has been beseiged by sickness in varied 
forms, and Brother Tarleton’s daughter, Diana, suffered from an at- 
tack of appendicitis, but an operation was performed and she is now 
in good health. 

No parsonage has been made to mourn during the year, neither 
has the “sound of infant voices broken the stillness of the night.” 
The stork has not visited us. 

One pastor proved unworthy of his calling. I hold his with- 
drawal and credentials. 

We have not forgotten the first purpose of the ministry, for 
384 have been added to the Church during the year. We inherited 
much dead timber, for 312 of whom the greater part should not have 
been reported last year have removed without letters. Our net 
loss is 135, due to wrong reports one year ago. Our total member- 
ship is 3,084. 

Special services have been held on seventeen charges during 
the winter months, and eight summer campaigns have been in oper- 
ation with varied results. The most successful meetings in visible 
returns were held at Gary, Doland, Clark, Colman, Roswell, Oldham 
and Watertown. Things were promising at White, but an epidemic 
of scarlet fever caused the meeting to be closed. In all these meet- 
ings there were manifestations of the power of God. The pastors 
were faithful, and did their best. We trust the unseen results will 
be evident in Eternity. 

Two new churches have been built. The Rock Creek Church 
on the Roswell charge, built at a cost of $2,500.00 was dedicated 
free of debt, while the Logan Church on the Clark charge, started 
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under the ministry of Brother Dibble, completed under Brother Mac- 
Lean, is still undedicated, because $800 is lacking to free it from 
debt. This Church is valued at $3,0o0. The Oxford Church, on 
the Hazel charge, was moved three miles to the town of Thomas 
where it was placed on a full basement foundation, which with other 
improvements cost $1,000. Amount was fully covered at dedication. 
This Church now boasts the largest Sunday School in Hamlin county. 

Four new parsonages adorn the district. Arlington began her 
parsonage during the closing weeks of last Conference year, but was 
not completed until last Spring. The valuation is $5,000. Frank- 
fort erected a home for her pastor, making it fully modern, at a cost 
of close to $2,500. Roswell added an eight room parsonage valued 
at $2,000, while Junius reports a new six room pastor’s home valued 
at $1,500. Howard has $1,460 in the bank toward a new par- 
sonage, and we hope to report one of the first order erected there at 
our next Conference. 

Total valuation of New Parsonages $11,000. 

Notwithstanding the severe drought our people have raised 
large moneys in payment of debt. Brookings reports $2,500; 
Watertown, $1,700; Colman, $709; Bruce, $200; Gary, $150; 
making a total of $5,259. Castlewood has provided for her $1,200 
parsonage debt by securing interest bearing notes payable in three 
yearly installments. 

Improvements have been made on Church property at Brookings, 
Bruce, Castlewood, Clear Lake, Colman, DeSmet, Doland, Elkton, 
(Purchase of a piano). Frankfort, Gary, Hazel, Kampeska, Lake 
Preston, Roswell and White, (Individual Communion Service). To- 
tal for improvements, $1,145, 

The grand total for building improvements and old debts 
amounts to $24,909. Beside this our district ha? contributed to the 
New Building and Endowment fund for Dakota Wesleyan, $25,000, 
making a grand total for these causes of $49,909. 

Our Benevolences have suffered because of the crop failure. In 
many parts of our district the “reaper has not been heard in the 
field.” Many charges will report benvolncs in full, while other 
charges will be abe to give only a fair report. We regret this 
fact, but when the work of the year is totaled, we will find the peo- 
ple have given largely. 

We have 2,933 pupils enrolled in our Sunday Schools. Nearly 
all our schools are organized into Missionary societies, and as sup- 
pied with our own publications. Three schools, Watertown, 
White and Clark, took active part in raising the Church benevolen- 
ces, and I wish to recommend it to all as one of the best methods we 
have yet discovered. 

We are justly proud of our young people. During the year 
we have organized the district into three Sub-districts of the Ep- 
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worth League. Northern, central and southern. Three Con- 
ventions were held with an attendance of 117 delegates. We plan 
a grand district rally for next summer, hut the Sub-district organi- 
zations will be retained. Membership is 739. Many of our 
charges have strong Junior Leagues, where foundation work is being 
done for future usefulness. 

The W. F. M. S., composed of women with a world-wide wisdom 
have worked loyally and their offerings amount to $1,600. 

The W. H. M. S. report only a few societies. Until the last 
year or two, our Conference has been neglected by organizers of this 
worthy band. We hope for large things in the future from this 
organization. 

I wish also to report for the Ladies Aid, that right arm of our 
Church. These noble women have rendered great service to the 
Church during the past year. In all, they have raised $7,000 and 
joyfully emptied their treasury into the lap of the Church. 

In closing this, my first report, i wish to acknowledge the royal 
support of the pastors and laymen of the Watertown district during 
the past twelve months. Never did a Superintendent have more 
loyal men. Vve have not accomplished all we had hoped, but this 
may not count against us, as the man who reaches his aspirations 
may not have aimed very high. Business methods in church affairs 
have been adopted on many charges. Some charges are existing 
financially at a “poor dying rate,” and the spiritual life is no higher. 
Brethern, let Church business be done “decently and in order.” 

Fraying God’s blessing upon our efforts, we submit this report.

REPORT OF TEMPERANCE COMMITTEE 

The lack of fraternity among those sincerely opposed to the li- 
quor traffic has been a serious obstacle to the rapid progress of the 
temperance reform. The charity which thinketh no evil and is very 
kind is as essential here as in any department of Christian work. 

We believe that in the very proper efforts to secure and enforce 
good laws some fundamental things have been partially overlooked. 
These are constant and definite labors among the young; persuasive 
rather than harsh endeavors to hold in line that great middle class 
with whom the balance of power rests; and widespread, practical, 
and systematic labors to inform all our people as to the nature of the 
unmitigated evils that result from the drink habit and drink traffic. 

We particularly recommend the observation of the Lincoln 
Pledge Signing Day. 

We deplore the action of Secretary Knox in using his depart- 
ment in advancing the interests of the Brewer’s Congress now con- 
vening in Chicago and we especially condemn the action of the Hon- 
orable James Wilson, Secretary of Agriculture, in consenting to act 
as Honorary President of that association. The complicity of the 
brewers in establishing and conducting the Saloon villiany is so 
well known that the honorable secretary of agriculture cannot be 
ignorant of it, and we feel that his course is an insult to the great 
mass of sober and patriotic citizens who haye heretofore rejoiced in 
the excellent work of his department. 

We rejoice in the work of the Anti-Saloon League and commend 
it to our churches as the most efficient and practical agency at the 
service of the church for combating the liquor traffic, and pledge the 
Reverend R. N. Holsapel, the state superintendent, our hearty sup- 
port and co-operation in his work. 

We request that Congress pass some legislation similar to the 
Miller-Curtis bill of the lasit Congress, which will adequately protect 
those of our states and communities in which the sale of liquor has 
been prohibited, from outside liquor interests who would nullify the 
laws by shipping in their goods. 

We further urge our brethern to urge upon their representatives 
in Congress the necessity of standing by and seeking to secure such 
legislation as above. 
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We coirymend the movement known as THE Three Million Vot- 
ers’ League to the sympathies of all our brethern. 

Resolutions 

Inasmuch as the saloon powe-r has ceased to act on the defensive 
and is now engaged in an aggressive warfare, the object of which 
is to force back into the license column every state, county and mu- 
nicipality, and since it is evident that the Anti-Saloon forces must 
present a new program to unify, inspire and arouse the enemies of 
this monster evil. 

Therefore, resolved that it is the sense of this body that a 
nation wide campaign should be inaugurated, the aim of which shall 
be the total aboltion of the Rum traffic by December, 1920. 

This date is fixed that time may be given to those who have 
vested interests to dispose of the same and because it is believed that 
the reasonableness of this proposition will bring all the opposing 
forces of the Saloon together. 

Our thought is tha^t if Unchristianized China can banish the 
Opium traffic in less time than suggested in this resolution, Christ- 
ian America should not doubt the possibility of abolihing the Rum 
curse. December 1920 is designated that we may associate with the 
great event the celebration of the 300th Anniversary of the landing 
of the Pilgrim Fathers. 

We recommend the following nominations for the Board of 
Directors of the Anti-Saloon League; A. C. Shepherd, J. S. Hoagland, 
A. S. Loveall, S. E. Brown and P. 0. Bunl.

TEMPERANCE RESOLUTION

of liquor dealers was increaseu by more than 20,000 new dealers. 

We believe /that the people should understand that the liquor 
traffic has continuously grown in power and influence since the es- 
tablishment of the license system in 1862, and that the present 
pro-liquor policy, established and maintained oy the license system. 
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must be changed to an anti-liquor policy, which shall overthrow the 
license system be>fore we can hope for real results in the battle 
against this our national sin. And-as a means of securing this re- 
sult we endorse and urge the signing of the “Three Million League” 
which is as follows: 

Conditioned on three million other legal voters entering into 
this agreement, I hereby agree to vote for the electoral ticket of can- 
didates for President and Vice-President of the United States in 1912 
who stand on a platform declaring for the Prohibition of the manu- 
facture and sale of intoxicating liquors for beverage purposes. I 
am to be furnished with satisfactory proof at least two weeks before 
the election that the three million signatures have been secured.

EEPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS 

Your committee on Sunday Schools submit the following report: 

We recognize that the Sunday School is one of the greatest, 
perhaps the greatest, assests of the church; and that in no field can 
we find greater prospect for the solution of the difficult problems that 
confront the church. 

We commend the splendid work of the Board of Sunday Schools 
both extensive and intensive, and the valuable body of literature 
which it has created in so short a time. We suggest that Rally Day 
be observed on our charges and that careful attention be given by ev- 
ery pastor to the collection for this Board, and we respectfully call 
attention to the Graded Sunday School lessons. We believe that from 
the pedagogical standpoint they represent the best standards of 
modern educational principles and that if we wish to keep abreast 
of the times we will, as far as possible, introduce them into our Sun- 
day Schools. 

We would recommend that every pastor secure a set o<f these 
helps and study them carefully to the intent that they may prepare 
themselves for leadership in this work and be prepared to meet er^ 
roneous criticism of these helps. 

We recommend that, since the home is so large a factor in the 
efficiency of the Sunday School, concerted and sustained effort 'be 
made to secure the co-operation of the home. 

We would call attention to the importance of maintaining the 
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circulation of the Sunday School Journal. We are not to yield to the 
idea that its place has been taken by other publications, but endeavor 
to have it in the hands of every teacher. We believe that this pub- 
lication is one of the best of its kind.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION 

The Committee on Education offers the following report: We 

note with great satisfaction the increasing emphasis which our 
church is placing upon the cause of education, and heartily commend 
every effort for improved methods of instruction, bettered curricu- 
lums and strengthened teaching forces in our various educational 
institutions. The large sums of money freely contributed for build- 
ings, equipment and for the endowment of our educational plants 
bespeak a wholesome awakening of the public conscience with refer- 
ence to the importance of our educational work. We believe that 
some degree of this quickened interest of the present quadrennium 
is due to the toil and tact of our beloved Dr. Thomas Nicholson in 
his office as Secretary of the Board of Education. We commend the 
following agencies: 

1. The Board of Education. The Board of Education is en- 
titled to our heartiest sympathy and co-operation. The CHILDREN’S 
DAY FUND has aided nearly twenty thousand young people to se- 
cure an education. The requirements of the Discipline regarding it 
should be strictly observed. The fund for the AID OF INSTITU- 
TIONS is worthy of increasing attention. The plans of the Board for 
a General Educational Collection, for a Sustaining Membership, and 
for contributions to a General Fund are timely. The creation of 
great boards and funds outside of the church has placed m any of 
our colleges at a disadvantage, and there is urgent need of a larger 
support of our own Board of Education. 

The Board merits earnest co-operation in its attempt to care for 
the schools among the mountaineers of the South. Every dollar of 
shortage in this collection means serious embarrassment for our work. 
The influence of the schools is beyond estimate. Every pastor should 
get the facts and give diligent attention to this collection. 

THE CHRISTIAN STUDENT and the other publications of the 
Board are exceedingly valuable. We urge all our people to secure 
the literature now published by the Board of Education and to make 
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themselves intelligent regarding the great educational work of the 
church. 

2. Theological Schools. As our ideal is the highest ministerial 
efficiency, we recognize the eminent value of theological training. We 
regard with pleasure the increasing importance attached to scholar- 
ship among us, and heartily commend a Seminary Course as the com- 
pleter preparation for substantial success in the “cure of souls.” We 
impartially commend our Theological Seminaries, delighting in their 
magnificent contributons of culture, wisdom, and spiritual vision 
given those so fortunate as to receive their liberal benefits. 

3. Dakota Wesleyan University. Dakota Wesleyan University 
has enjoyed a year of prosperity despite the unfavorable financial 
conditions prevailing in the State. 

Faculty — The faculty is strong and very effective. Many of the 
professors have received urgent calls to other institutions and a few 
have yielded. (One has gone to the, Presidency of Carleton College, 
and another has taken a place on the Faculty of the University of 
Denver. Two have gone into the Mission Feld, and others have left 
for study and travel.) The vacancies created have been filled in a 
satisfactory manner. These changes have offered an opportunity for 
needed readjustment of courses and chairs. We commend particularly 
the wisdom shown by the administration in arranging for extension 
work which will bring the University into closer relation with the 
Methodism of the State. In the selection of her faculty and the plan- 
• ning of her work, Dakota Wesleyan keeps in mind her relation to 
Methodism and the State and desires to become a potent factory in 
the life of both. 

Attendance — The attendance was very good during the past year 
reaching the number of 584 with 165 more in the Summer School, 
making a total of 713. This is a slight decrease in attendance, but if 
the conference will become alert and render loyal support, the de- 
crease can be overcome and an increase secured tor the next semes- 
ter of the present year and particularly for the beginning of the new 
year. 

The spiritual interests of the Students are kept constantly in 
mind and the highest standards are set for both spiritual and mental 
development. 

Improvements — A new heating system is being installed and is 
about completed. A tunnel has been put in for all the pipes and a 
water and sewer system has been provided. A new Science Hall cost- 
ing about $75,000.00 is to be finished for the second semesiter of the 
year. When completed, this hall will give to Dakota Wesleyan the 
finest Science Building in South Dakota. The Science Men now em- 
ployed are thoroughly capable of making the most of the improved 
opportunities. Our Conference should bear in mind the -fact that 
Dakota Wesleyan will now offer to Students facilities unsurpassed 
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by any institution in the State or in the Methodism of the Middle 
West. 

The foundation of the Gymnasium is already in and waiting for 
some philanthropic person of means to finish the building as a monu- 
ment to his interest in young life. 

Endowment — There is great satisfaction found in the success of 
the campaign for new building and endowment. The $200,000.00 
required to meet Mr. Hill’s conditional offer of $50,000.00 will be 
fully raised by the specified time in November. The campaign will 
however have to be continued to reach $300,000.00 in order to provide 
for the completion of buildings already projected. 

We express our unbounded confidence in the administration of 
President S. F. Kerfoot, and deeply appreciate the masterful way 
in which he has solved the problems and overcome the diiTiculties 
confronted in this trying period of the University’s life.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON FREEDMAN’S AID 

Your committee on Fredman’s aid most respectfully report: 

1. An examination of the last annual report of this society 
shows that in the twenty-three schools and colleges, 7,130 young 
people were receiving inductrial, normal school and professional 
training. Of this number, 264 were in college classes, 149 prepar- 
ing for the Christian Ministry, 300 in medicine and 245 in dentistry, 
pharmacy and nurse trainig, 2,850 in manual training and trade 
schools, including farming, and nearly 1000 in teachers training 
courses. These are to be the Christian leaders through whose efforts 
the problem of race uplift must be solved. 

2. In addition to the regular collection for the support of the 
schools, special needs are now pressing upon the Society from the 
medical and industrial departments of this work. Flint Medical 
School at New Orleans, La., must have a new hospital. Meharry Med- 
ical School a.t Nashville, Tenn., has just finished at a cost of $15,000, 
the first wing of a $50,000 hospital. The remainder of the building 
is sorely needed and is only awaiting the necessray funds. The girls’ 
dormitory of Walden University at Nashville, Tenn., was burned 
seven years ago. The Board has authorized the erection of a new 
dormitory, funds for which must be secured before it can be built, 
as the Society has resolved to keep out of debt. An unfinished dor- 
mitory for boys at Philander Smith College, Little Rock, Ark., and 
another at Wiley Uniyersity, Marshall, Texas, are sorely needed, and 
will be finished as soon as the Church gives the money. 

Mr. Burrows of Portland, Me., has given $3,000.00 for an indus- 
trial building at Sam Huston College, Austin, Texas. The balance 
of the $10,000.00 to complete this building must come from the 
West Texas Conference, the citizens of Austin and the Board. 
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These are only samples of the urgent needs of the work at thi^ 

time. 

3. The General Committee, after careful consideration of the 
needs of the schools, has fixed the apportionment for the comintg 
year at $250,000.00, of one-sixth of the apportionment for the Board 
of Foreign Missions. If this whole apportionment were met, the 
above additions to the buildings and equipment can be finished and 
put in working order by the beginning of another school year. Of 
this amount, our Dakota Conference is apportioned $1,580. We here- 
by pledge ourselves to present this cause at least once during the 
year to our Congregations, and give our people an opportunity to 
reach this apportionment. 

4. We recommend the observance of Lincoln Day as a most ap- 
propriate time for raising this money for which free programs are 
furnished on application.

MEMOIR 

Emily Alford was born July 27, 1857, at Ivy Bridge, England, 
and died in Parker, S. D., August 14, 1911. She was 54 years and 
17 days. 

She lived in England until she was married to our late Brother 
Nichols in 1885. They came to the United States that year, and to 
Evanston where the year before Brother Nichols had completed his 
studies for the ministry. In 1889 they came to Dakota and Brother 
Nichols was stationed at Twin Brooks, Gayville, Elk Point and 
Yankton. From Yankton they were transferred to Parker in 1898, 
where Brother Nichols had one of his most successful pastorates. 
In the summer of 1902 they moved back to England on account of 
the failing health of Brother Nichols, and remained there about a 
year. They returned to this country and were stationed at Alcester. 
Here in 1904 occurred the death of Brother Nichols and then Sister 
Nichols moved back to Parker where she made her home until the 
Father took her to her heavenly home. 

Three years since the symptoms of cancer, which ultimately 
caused her death, made its appearance. The best medical skill was 
employed and in the course of two and a half years she submitted to 
three operations without relief. For the last four months she had 
a. trained nurse in constant attendance. 

Sister Nichols was a devoted and faithful wife and mother. She 
sought to live for the sake of her two children and was not at rest 
in regard to her dying until Brother Jenkins gave her the pledge of 
care for Edith and Harrold. 

She was a devout Christian. The fragrance of her sweet Christ- 
ian character will linger long and cast a halo of blessedness over the 
lives of her children and friends. 

She was a splendid help in Church work. I shall not soon forget 
the Christian greeting and the pledging of her prayers for me when 
I moved to Parker last fall and became her pastor. Having been a 
pastor’s wife she had great sympathy and encouragement for the new 
pastor and his wife. 

She was a great sufferer from the dreadful disease of cancer. 
And yet, in the many times I called on her, I never heard one com- 
plaining word, but always faith and blessed trust in Jesus. That day 
when we had special prayer for her, Sister Nichols prayed, and I 
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never heard a sweeter prayer of trust and submission from anyone 
as she said, “Lord Jesus heal me, if it is thy way for me, nevertheless* 
not my will be done.” 

A beautiful life, an uncomplaining life, a beautiful Christ-life 
has ended, but the memory of^it is a heritage to children, better far 
than gold or sparkling gems. 

Three brothers, Amos Alford, Chas. Alford and Fred Alford at- 
tended the funeral which was held from our church in Parker on 
August 17th. Her pastor preached the sermon from Psalms 23-4. 
Brother Trevithick offered prayer and Brother Stebbins read the 
Scripture. Short services were held at Alcester, where she was laid 
to rest by the side of her husband, our dear Brother Nichols. 

Reverends Trevithick of Salem, Book of Davis, Rowden of Har- 
ley, Sherman of Alcester, Krins of Canistota, Hoffman of Parker, 
were the active pall bearers, while six official members of the Parker 
church were honorary bearers. 



MEMOIR 

The Rev. Frank Fox 

When Frank Fox was called to his eternal home on June 16, 
1911, another of God’s standard bearers was mustered out of the 
ranks of the Methodist preachers. 

He was born in Batley, Carr, Yorkshire, England, August 1, 
1866. After finishing at the All-Saints Parish Church School, and 
the Purlwell Boarding School, he took a three year course at the 
Yorkshire College at Leeds, and a three year course in the Batley 
School of Designs, after which he succeeded his father as cloth -de- 
signer for the firm of Joseph Judd & Sons, Batley. 

At the age of 19, he was converted, and soon afterwards, he 
felt the call to the Christian Ministry. In 1888 he was licensed to 
preach. The following year he was married to Miss Bertha Red- 
fearn, who has proven a faithful helpmate, gladly adjusting herself 
to the many vicissitudes of parsonage life, rejoicing with her husband 
in his victories, sympathizing with him in dscouragements. She 
stood with him by the open grave of their only son and child, and 
now is alone in the world among strangers, frail in health, but 
strong in faith. 

In 1892, they sailed for Philadelphia where Brother Fox was 
employed as cloth-examiner, for Folwell Bros. A year later he was 
called to take the Hewellen Circuit, Pa., where he served with credit 
two years. Then he preached at Mahoney Plane for two years and 
eight months, when for his wife’s health, he transferred to the Da- 
kota Conference in 1897. Here he served at Mounu City three years, 
Langford two years, Bath a year and Doland a year, wlien he was 
compelled to give up his work on account of ill health. But the 
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next year found him again in the pastoral harness, this time at 
Gettysburg; but it was only for a year, for his health was such that 
he could not endure the strain of the active ministry. So in 1906, 
Brother Fox sought the supernumerary relation, moved to Redfield, 
and engaged in Lyceum agency. 

The only child. Chancy, a bright boy of 10, was called away 
from his fond parents in March, 1910. The shock of this death com- 
pletely broke the father, and since September of that year, he has 
been gradually declining with Nephritis. During the last two 
months, he was cared for in our Methodist hospital in Des Moines, 
where every possible thing for his recovery and comfort was done. 
Thank God for the Christian Ministry of the hospital. But his re- 
covery was in vain. Early in the morning of June 16, surrounded 
by his broken-hearted wife and the Christian attendants of the hos- 
pital, his spirit took its flight, and Frank Fox’s pains were over. The 
funeral was held on the following Sunday afternoon in the Methodist 
Church at Redfleld, conducted by the pastor, assisted by the Rever- 
ends, L. Layne of Doland, Dudgeon of Frankfort, and S. G. Butcher 
of the Congregaitional church in Redfield, and Brother Fox was laid 
to rest in the beautiful cemetery by his little son. 

In his well days. Brother Fox was an earnest, hard-working la- 
borer in the vineyard, an effective up-to-date preacher, and an untir- 
ing pastor. He gave up the battle of life, not from choice, but be- 
cause the Father said, “It is enough ’* 



MEMOIR 

Rev. Walter F. Minty 

Walter F. Minty was born in Leonard Stanley, Gloucestershire, 
England, on January 8, 1844, and came to America about thirty- 
eight years ago. He supplied a pulpit in New Jersey for one year and 
then moved to Illinois where he was admitted to the Rock River Con-?^ 
ference and ordained deacon by Bishop Bowman in Octeber, 1874. 
Bishop Andrews ordained him elder October, 1879. 

November 1, 1876, he was married to Miss Maria Remington, 
and to this union three daughters and two sons were born— -all of 
whom are living and are an honor to his untarnished name; Mrs. 
Mary Templeton of Woonsocket, S. D.; Mrs. Marie Briggs, Fargo, N. 
D.; Miss Ruth Minty, with her mother at Mitchell, 3. D.; Dr. Fred 
Minty of Rapid City, S. D.; and George E. Minty of Mitchell, S. D. 

Brother Minty’s Methodist ancestry is traceable to the Jays of 
the Wesleys. He was a Methodist of the old school, indeed. 

In 1883 he came to Dakota Territory as a missionary and was 
appointed to Columbia on the then Ordway District. The following 
year he was sent to Detroit on the same district. At the organization

MEMOIR 

Rev. Oliver Williams. 

The Rev. Oliver Williams was born in Freeport, Pa., February 
2, 1837, and died October 27, 1910. He was converted when 10 years 
of age and united with the Methodist Episcopal Church. He was ac- 
tive in religious work even in his youth and young manhood and 
early was conscious of God’s call to preach the gospel. 

In 1860 he became a “supply preacher’’ in one of the Iowa Con- 
ferences and soon afterwards was “admitted on trial.’’ Here the 
call to the ministry was sealed by many souls converted under his 
stirring appeals. 

Like many young Methodist Ministers in those heroic days, he 
also heard his country’s call and enlisted as a soldier, August 9, 1862. 
During his entire army career he never forgot that he was a soldier 
of Jesus Christ, and although never a Chaplain, he frequently 
preached to the boys and sang for them to their profit and inspiration. 

After the war. Brother Williams resumed regular ministerial work, 
serving successfully important charges in Missouri, Minnesota, Iowa 
and South Dakota. He was not only an earnest, evangelistic preach- 
er who had devivals, he was also a powerful champion of the fundat- 
mental doctrines of the church. He could be counted on in any good 
fight for civic righteousness and was keenly alive to the current re- 
ligious sophistries which he refuted with fine tact and strong logic. 
He made a notable record in the conferences as a church builder and 
a debt raiser. 

Brother Williams was twice married. The wife of his young 
manhood died in the winter of 1876. About three years afterwards 
he was married to Miss Helen Robertson in Blue Earth, Minn. To 
this union were born three children, Ella May, the wife of Mr. Lewis 
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Shuster of Mitchell, S. D.; Paul Williams of DeSmet, S. D., and Mary 
Alice, who died in babyhood. 

It was while in the pastorate at Scotland, S. D., that the wife 
and mother of his children passed into the homeland. The last years 
of Brother William’s life were happily spent in his daughter’s home 
in Mitchell, where every want was anticipated and everything was 
done that willing hands and tender hearts could do. He was a great 
sufferer, but through it all he rejoiced in the sustaining grace of 
God and found that the Christ, whom he had often commended to 
others in health and sickness, was inexpressible precious to him, in 
these days of weary waiting. ‘ 

He was always present at the Sabbath worship when possible, 
occasionally assisting the pastor in the sacramental service. He was 
one of the fine colony of superanuates that have been a benediction 
to the pastorate of Mitchell for many years. He looked forth with 
eagerness to the coming of last year’s conference ,to his home church, 
hoping to be able to be present. But it was not to be. The visits 
of many of his brethern to his bedside cheered and comforted him. 
A few day afterward he answered to the roll call of the Church 
Triumphant. 

The funeral was conducted by the pastor and a number of the 
resident ministers and interment took place at Blue Earth, Minn.
